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MAJOR CROP PROGRESS AND WEATHER REPORTING 


UZBEKISTAN COTTON SOWING OPERATIONS REVIEWED 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN‘ in Russian 9 Apr 82 p 1

/Excerpts/ The late spring in Uzbekistan delayed somewhat the sowing periods for 
cotton and thus at the present time, with the onset of warm dry weather, the work 
tempo must be intensified and high quality work ensured. According to data for 8 
April, the republic's farms had sown cotton on 150,000 hectares. The scope of the 
sowing work is increasing. 


The weather this spring has been very capricious throughout Central Asia. Only 
yesterday snow was falling and todey -- we have 20 degrees of warmth! This is in 
the central zone of Uzbekistan. Twenty five degrees of warmth already prevail in 
the southern regions. The soil has begun to warm up thoroughly. Today time is 
being reckoned out on the fields not in terms of days, but in hours or even minutes. 


Recently the cotton sowings have been damaged noticeably by wilt. Such damage is 
extensive in Srednechirchikskiy, Galabinskiy, Yangiyul'skiy and Chinazskiy Rayons. 
In addition to causing a loss in a portion of the crop, wilt also brings about a 
sharp reduction in the quality of the cocton. This year, in these and other rayons, 
the sowings on tens of thousands of hectares have been relocated from soils 
contaminated by wilt to non-contaminated soils, fields on which alfalfa has been 
grown for 3 years or kenaf and other crops. 


Today if one travels over the concrete highway leading from Tashkent to Syrdar'ye, 
over the old road to Samarkand or over the main highway from Tashkent to Angren, 
his view takes in fieids which are covered entirely by ridges resembling the waves 
of the sea. Today they are to be found in many rayons throughout the republic: 
ridge sowing has been carried out this year on 75,000 hectares, or more than 55 
percent of the cotton areas in Tashkentskaya Oblast. 


Such fields provide favorable conditions for root system nourishment and sun 
heating. Based upon the experience of past years, the specialists believe that 
each hectare of ridge sowing furnishes 3-4 additional quintals of cotton and for the 
oblast as a whole such an increase would produce more than 200 million meters of 
fibre. 


This year the Tashkent workers have doubled the scale of their precision sowing of 
cotton. For the very first time, capsulated and coated seed is being sown on 
10,000 hectares. The per hectare sowing norm for the seed has been reduced. All 








of the sowing units of the sowing machines have been checked using gauges and they 
have been adjusted for sowing a quantity of seed which, prior to the commencement of 
the harvest, will produce an average of 120,000-130,000 plants per hectare. 


In Surkhandar'inskaya Oblast, where large quantities of fine-fibred cotton are 
grown, one half is cultivated on ridges. More than 20,000 hectares are sown using 
capsulated seed and an expansion has taken place in the sowings of the new fine- 
fibred Ashkhabad-25 and Termez-14 varieties, with their high technological cotton 
qualities. On farms in Bukharskaya Oblast, the sowing teams have been merged into 
mechanized detachments. 


The mass introduction into operations of the experience of leading workers represents 
a strong reserve for obtaining high quality cotton. Spring in Uzbekistan has 
suddenly turned warm. The land awaits the sowers:

COTTON SOWING OPERATIONS IN TURKMEN SSR DISCUSSED 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 17 Apr 82 p 1

/excerpts/ The sowing of cotton represents a busy period for the farmers in the 
Turkmen SSR. Great reliance is being placed upon the wide-row and hole sowing 
methods. More than 600 complex detachments are in operation throughout the 
republic. 


The workers in the southern oblasts -- Ashkhabadskaya and Maryyskaya -- are actively 
carrying out their sowing work. Here the most valuable of the country's cotton 
varieties, those which produce high quality fibre samples, are being cultivated. 


The spring conveyer line is being operated in an efficient manner out on the fields 
in lolotanskiy Rayon, where with each passing year the areas used for fine-fibred 
cotton are being expanded. This year it will be grown on more than 9,000 hectares 
of the best lands. Increased dosages of farmyard manure and 1.5-2 quintals of 
nitrogen fertilizer are being applied in behalf of this crop simultaneously with 
the principal plowing. 


Cotton sowings on ridges are being employed more extensively this year on fields 
throughout the republic. As a result, no requirement exists for repeated leveling 
of the check plots foilowing watering, sub-soiling or harrowing of the soil. Many 
savings are being realized in the use of labor and material resources and this is 
especially important under present conditions -- the sowing periods are being 
shortened. 


At the Leninizm Yely Sovkhoz in Gyaurskiy Rayon and at the Pravda Ké@ikhoz in 
Kaakhkinskiy Rayon, ridging has been carried out on a majority of the fields. Last 
year they became convinced here regarding the advantages offered by the new 
technology when, notwithstanding the prolonged spring period, the check plots fared 
well without resowings. 


During the first phase of vegetation, thin fibred cotton often perishes from 
prolonged supercooling and excessive soil moisture -- the fragile root systems 
decay. On ridges the land ventilates and warms more rapidly, thus creating the 
necessary environment for development of the sowings even during unfavorable 
weather conditions. 








The farmers in the republic's northernmost oblast -- Tashauzskaya Oblast -- 
commenced the sowing operations. The farms in Kalininskiy and Kunya-Urgenchskiy 
Rayons were the first to move their units out onto the fields here. Tense field 
work schedules and measures aimed at achieving efficient use of the equipment and 
launching a socialist competition among the machine operators were developed the 
previous evening prior to rayon and oblast seminars concerned with carrying out the 
spring sowing campaign. The task of the workers in Tashauzskaya Oblast -- to carry 
out the sowing in just 15 working days. 


The sowing rates for the republic as a whole are twice as high as those for last 
year. The cotton has already been sown on more than 200,000 hectares. It is 
already possible to state with confidence that the sowing work, despite the delays, 
will be carried out during the best agrotechnical periods and that this will make it 
possible for the workers to obtain healthy seedlings which will guarantee a harvest 
of not less than 270,000 tons of lst grade fibre.

SOWING OF COTTON COMPLETED--The farmers of Turkmenistan, having carried out their 
work in honor of the 60th anniversary of the formation of the USSR and while 
competing to prepare in a worthy manner for the 1 May holiday, completed their 
cotton sowing work on 30 April. Tashauzskaya Oblast, where spring usually arrives 
later, was the last oblast listed in the republic summary. The sowing was carried 
out earlier than last year in all areas and within the established agrotechnical 
periods. This valuable technical crop has been planted on more than 500,000 
hectares, with approximately 180,000 hectares sown in the fine-fibred varieties 

of lst grade quality, which is more than last year. The increase was achieved by 
reducing the sowing areas for the less valuable varieties and also by developing 
virgin land in the zone of the Karakum Canal imeni V.I. Lenin. A preference has 
been shown for the highly productive and early ripening Turkmen bred Ashkhabad-25 
variety, which is suitable for mechanized harvesting. This year the achievements 
of scientific-technical progress are being introduced into cotton growing operations 
in a more intensive manner. The main portion of the land was plowed using the 
double-level method with furrow slice inversion and this has been of assistance in 
combating weeds. A great amount of attention has been given to the progressive 
method of wide-row flow line sowing and also to planting the seed on the crests of 
furrows. The cotton growers in Ashkhabadskaya Oblast were the first to complete 
their sowing work. After them came the farms in Maryskaya and Charjouskaya 
Oblasts. at the present time, the healthy seedlings are turning green over vast 
areas. The crops are being tended in all of the cotton growing zones and thousands 
of cultivators have been moved out onto the fields. During the peak period of the 
inter-row_cultivation work, approximately 16,000 tractor units will be in operation.

ON THE COTTON PLANTATIONS--Nukus, 17 Jun--During dry years the cotton sowings in 

the autonomous republic experience a shortage of moisture. And there is a shortage 
of water this year. In order to reduce the shortage of irrigation water, the 
scientists at the Karakalpakskaya ASSR Scientific Research Institute of Farming 

have proposed the use, for irrigation purposes, of underground and drainage water 
supplies. Appropriate recommendations were developed which are being used in 

actual practice at the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The collector-drainage network in 
the autonomous republic presently exceeds 5,500 kilometers and each year it transports 
more than 1 billion cubic meters of water beyond the limits of the irrigated zone. 
The secondary use of this moisture is sufficient for carrying out foliar waterings

LEADING SOWING METHODS--Uzbekistan--Despite the late arrival of spring, the cotton 
growers are carrying out their work in a fine manner. The warm dry winter has 
enabled them to carry out a large volume of pre-sowing work. Within a matter of 
days and even hours, the farms in the southern and central zones carried out their 
sowing work on the principal cotton area. The possibility exists of obtaining 
healthy seedlings from natural moisture and this is a prerequisite for a good crop. 
a great amount of attention is being given to raising the quality of the raw cotton. 
A peculiarity of this present spring period -- active use out on the fields of 
varieties which are highly productive, early ripening and wilt resistant. In 
Uabekistan, approximately 1 million hectares are occupied by cotton varieties having 
high technological properties. The extensive use of leading sowing methods in the 
growing of cotton exerts a beneficial effect on the harvest and structure of this 
textile raw material. Throughout the republic, for example, almost one out of every 
10 hectares is sown using uncovered capsulated seed, a method proposed by scientists 
at the Institute of Chemistry and Physics of Polymers of the Academy of Sciences of 
Uzbekistan and the Tashkent Instityte of Engineers and the Mechanization and 
Electrification of Agriculture.

UZBEKISTAN COTTON SOWING COMPLETED--Tashkent, 30 Apr--The sowing of cotton has been 
completed in Uzbekistan. It has been planted on approximately 1.9 million hectares. 
Important work has been carried out aimed at surpassing the indicators of past 
years. The sowing operations have been characterized by the active introduction of 
leading methods. Wide-row sowings have been carried out on more than 930,000 
hectares, including the precision sowing of denuded seed on 728,000 hectares. For 
the very first time, capsulated seed has been sown on an area of 134,000 hectares. 
The area of new varieties -- which are more productive, resistant against diseases 
and have fibre of improved quality -- has been tripled compared to last year.

TENDING OF CROPS--This year the Turkmen farmers sowed their aifalfa, corn for grain, 
vegetable crops and cotton during the best periods. Healthy seedlings have appeared 
in all areas. The next task is that of tending the crops. Having completed their 
sowing work, a majority of the southern farms in Chardzhouskaya Oblast have 
commenced tending their cotton plants and also the farms in Takhta-Bazarskiy, 
lolotanskiy, Bayram-Aliyskiy and other rayons in the Murgab River Valley and the 
Khauz-Khan virgin land tract, where a large portion of the best Turkmen fine-fibred 
cotton is produced. The machine operators in the northern Tashauz Oasis are 
preparing to more their cultivators out onto the fields. This year they have 
resolved to seli no less than 400,000 tons of cotton to the state. Supplies of 
organic and mineral fertilizers, to be used for applying top dressings to the crops, 
are being established along the sides of the fields. This is also a tense period 
for workers attached to the republic's feed department. On last year's alfalfa 
plantations, which occupy more than 126,000 hectares, the first watering, harrowing 
and loosening of the soil, with an undersowing of grasses on thinned out tracts, 
have been carried out. The alfalfa is growing well. In the south it has entered 
the budding phase. Many farms are already obtaining their first cutting. At the 
same time, there have been instances of kolkhoz and sovkhoz leaders failing to 
devote proper attention to the tending of the crops. For example, some farms in 
Tedzhenskiy, Vekil'-Bazarskiy and Karabekaul'skiy Rayons, where the cotton has 
already entered the third leaf phase, do not appear to be in any hurry to carry out 
the first cultivation. The republic's Ministry of Agriculture and its subunits must 
place in operation an entire pool of cultivators and other items of equipment and, 
commencing with the very first days, they must ensure the timely and high quality 
carrying out of a complex of agricultural measures on the plantations of_cotton and

DOUBLE SHIFT OPERATIONS--Baku, 8 Apr--The cotton growing farms of Azerbaijan 
commenced their sowing work with the onset of warm weather in the spring. The 
machine operators in the Karabakhskaya, Mil'skaya and Shirvanskaya steppe regions 
have moved out onto the fields. The Azerbaijan cotton growers, who last year 
produced more than 1 million tons of raw cotton for the very first time, have 








commenced their sowing work for this second year of the five-year plan. The fields 
have been watered and saline tracts thoroughly leached, fertilizer has been applied 
and tens of kilometers of inter-farm irrigation networks have been cleaned. This 
year the experts out on the fields, in addition to herbicides, are applying compost 
to the soil together with the seed. This agricultural measure, tested for the first 
time last year, furnished an increase in raw cotton of 5-6 quintal: per hectare. 
The sowing is being carried out using select seed. A high output for the units -- 
10-12 hectares each working day -- is being achieved as a result cf the work being 
organized in two shifts. The auxiliary services are performing in an efficient

SUCCESSFUL COTTON SOWINGS--Baku, 24 Apr--Today the sowing personnel departed the 
republic's cotton fields.

MECHANIZED COTTON PICKING--Warm weather prevails in the steppe regions of the 
republic (Azerbaijan). The farmers are devoting a maximum amount of attention to 
sowing their cotton. Last year, 1.01 million tons of raw cotton were sold to the 
state, a record figure for the republic. At the present time, the agricultural 
workers are imbued with the desire to surpass this amount. In the spring the 
machine operators must plant seed on 300,000 hectares.

COTTON SALES TO STATE--Dushanbe--Cotton has been sown on 306,000 F2ctares in the 
country's highest republic. More than one third of the cotton fields have been 

sown using the more valuable thin-fibred varieties; this surpassed the area for last 
year. Owing to unfavorable weather, the farmers of Tajikistan commenced their 
sowing work considerably later than usual and it was carried out during the best 
periods and at a high agrotechnical level. Many useful innovations were introduced 





into the sowing work and the industrial technology was employed on an extensive scale. 


The different cotton growing zones of the republic -- from the hot mountain valleys 
in the south to the windy fields of the Golodnaya Steppe in the northern part of 

the Tajik SSR -- worked according to their own weather calendars. But the working 
time expended for the growing of cotton was unusually brief in all areas. This 
present sowing campaign was distinguished not only by the fact that it was carried 








out during the best periods and promises early ripening of the crop. On many farms 
the machine operators worked in two shifts. Herbidicdes and mineral fertilizer were 
placed in the soil together with the seed. This year the farmers of Tajikistan 

have vowed to sell 915,000 tons of cotton to the state, of_which amount 310,000

NEW 6249-V COTTON VARIETY--Tajik SSR--This year the mood of the oblast's farmers 

is characterized by a strong desire to achieve a high yield. They are carefully 
preparing their fields and sowing them with high quality seed. Moreover, two 
thirds of the entire area has been set aside for fine-fibred varieties -- the demand 
for "silk" cotton is increasing and the farmers are striving to satisfy this 
demand as completely as possible.

The farms in Shaartuzskiy, Pyandzhskiy and 
Kabodiyenskiy Rayons are carrying out their sowing work in a more organized manner 
than other rayons. During the first two days, one third of the coo¢on fields were 
sown here. In all areas the seed is being placed in the soil simultaneously with 
fertilizer and in those areas where precision sowing is being employed -- with 
herbicides as well. This will make it possible to lower expenditures for labor and 
resources for carrying out_weed control work and for thinning out the plants. _

PROBLEMS OF FEED QUALITY, STORAGE DISCUSSED 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 18 Jun 82 p 2

/Text/ More than 1.5 billion tons of all types of feed are annually produced in 
the country. I would like to note as a gratifying phenomenon that last year there 
were marked changes for the better in feed quality indicators. For example, farms 
in the Russian Federation, the Ukraine and Belorussia procured 14 to 19 perrent 
more first- and second-category hay. In Uzbekistan and Azerbaijan more better- 
quality silage was stored than last year. The level of procurement of good haylage 
also rose in many rayons. 


Unfortunately, however, fundamental changes have not yet taken place in feed pro- 
duction--this main raw material base of animal husbandry. As before, there is a 
big gap between the need of animal husbandry sections for good-quality coarse and 
succulent feed and their provision with it, which hampers an increase in the popu- 
lation and productivity of livestock. The feeding of poor-quality hay, haylage, 
silage and at times inferior green mass to animals in summer time leads to ground- 
lessly high portions of concentrated feed, with which an attempt is made to com- 
pensate for the lower content of nutritive substances in low-quality feed. This 
greatly raises the cost of the output obtained at sections and lowers the profit- 
ability of animal husbandry. 


As is well known, the quality of feed is lowered owing to violations in the tech- 
nology of its procurement and storage. Feed preservation in special storage ca- 
pacities is the most important condition for any technology ensuring a prolonged 
storage and high quality of feed. Taking this into consideration standard feed 
storage facilities have begun to be built on many farms in the last few years. 
However, the rates of their construction are still low and only about one-third of 
the procured haylage and silage and even less hay is placed in standard storage 
facilities. Tens of millions of tons of haylage and silage are still stored in 
clamps, mounds and earth trenches and are doomed to spoilage to a significant ex- 
tent. 


The storage of hay outdoors in ricks and stacks, which often are placed carelessly 
and clumsily, is the main reason for the spoilage of a large amount of hay. To 
justify this, some managers say that every rick piled in a field, meadow or sec- 
tion has its own roof. However, the roof is formed from the feed itself. Through- 
out the country 6 to 8 million tons of hay, which do not get into feeders, are used 
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for such "roofs." It has been estimated that the economic damage annually incurred 
by kolkhozes and sovkhozes from the deterioration in the quality of feed owing to 
the lack of capital feed storage facilities amounts to almost one-half of the cost 
of construction of capital capacities for the storage of all the procured coarse 
and succulent feed. Such storage facilities serve for many years. 


After an all-around study of this problem several years ago the All-Union Scientif- 
ic Research Institute of Animal Husbandry developed proposals for an improved or- 
ganization of the construction of feed storage facilities. They substantiate prim- 
arily the advisability ior the establishment of one or several feed yards on every 
farm. 


A feed yard is a carefully planned and fenced territory, preferably with a hard sur- 
face, on which the following are placed: a sector for the storage of hay and straw 
with the appropriate sheds and barns with equipment for active feed ventilation; 
sectors for haylage and silage storage facilities (preferably under awnings as 
well); a sector for installations for the storage of fodder root crops; a sector 
for warehouse premises for grain fodder and granulated feed, as well as a separate 
room for pelletized feed. Here it is also necessary to have rooms for the storage 
of mineral feed and vitamin additives, as well as capacities for chemical preser- 
vatives. On the same territory it is advisable to place a feed shop and a shop for 
the preparation of mixed feed,if they have not yet been built,and a small chemical 
laboratory for the determination of the quality of feed. There should be a weigh- 
bridge at the entrance to the yard. Rooms for working personnel and protection are 
also needed. 


The feed yard should be under the management of a technological engineer in feed 
preparation and several workers and experts in the preservation of coarse and suc- 
culent feed should be subordinate to him. The yard personnel receives the grown 
harvest of fodder crops by weight from the farming shop and in strict accordance 
with state instructions organizes the preservation of feed for its prolonged and 
reliable storage. 


Of course, a high quality of feed is not an end in itself, but a necessary condi- 
tion for its efficient processing by animals into milk, meat and other products. 
Therefore, they more fully utilize the genetic potential of productivity. In this 
respect the experience of the Kirovskiy Sovkhoz in Voronezhskaya Oblast is instruc- 
tive. For a herd of 140 cows with a productivity of about 3,000 kg of milk the 
annual ration of every animal was increased by 1,000 fodder units. The following 
year, on the average, milk yields in this herd increased up to 4,018 kg per cow. 
Apparently, however, even with such a ration the productive capabilities of ani- 
mals were not fully realized. 


The Muslyumovskiy Sovkhoz in Sosnovskiy Rayon, Chelyabinskaya Oblast, does a great 
deal to store feed reliably and observes all the basic requirements of its preser- 
vation technology. A feed yard was built next to the dairy section. Standard 
shed-type barns for the drying and storage of hay, fully prefabricated haylage 

and silage storage facilities, a storage facility for fodder root crops, a ware- 
house for grain, platforms for the storage of straw and a weighbridge were built 
on the territory of this yard. The feed yard was fenced and crushed stone was 
placed along passageways. 
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"The storage of silage and haylage in faced trenches,'' V. M. Manakov, director of 
this sovkhoz, reported, “increased their total output by almost 30 percent and, 
most importantly, improved the quality of feed." 


In the same Sosnovskiy Rayon a big feed complex was also built on the Rossiya Sov- 
khoz. It has 23 facilities, including a feed shop. Feed is preserved, carefully 
stored and processed here. Almost 95 percent of the hay is evaluated as belonging 
to the first and second categories and the procured silage (more than 6,000 tons) 
has received the highest quality rating. A total of 1,uuU0 tons of fodder root 
crops were preserved and fed without losses. Milk yields from cows and weight gains 
in animals greatly increased on the farn. 


The experience of the Rossiya Sovkhoz was generalized at a special seminar of farm 
managers and specialists. Plans for feed yards at section. Jor 800 and 1,200 cows 
and for heifer raising farms were “  loped. The necessary planning documents were 
duplicated and transmitted to the -j Last's kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The construction of feed yards at animal husbandry sections also developed in Vin- 
nitskaya Oblast. More than 2 million tons of haylage and silage are now placed in 
capital feed storage facilities in this oblast. 


A long-term plan for the construction of feed yards and platforms has also been 
worked out in Zhitomirskaya Oblast. For example, a modern, well-mechanized feed 
yard has already been established on the Kolkhoz imeni Tel'man in Ovruchskiy Rayon. 
A total of 22 facilities have been built on its territory. They include a plant 
(SB-1,5) for the production of grass and coniferous meal and granules, a mix feed 
shop (OKTs-15), warehouses for grain fodder, a potato storage facility, a feed shop, 
hay sheds, ground trenches for the storage of silage and haylage, capacities for 
the storage of root crops, a platform for the mixing of straw chop, silage and fod- 
der root crops and a special recor for the storage of mineral feed. The yard is 
fenced and has electric lighting. Internal hard-surface roads have been built. 
Another shed for the storage of 1,200 tons of pressed hay is now being built. All 
the preservation, storage and processing operations are performed by a permanent 
brigade of 10 peopie. In addition to stationary machinery and equipment, it has 

at its disposal six tractors, four KTU-10 feed distributors, an E-2621 excavator, 
PE-0.8 and PSK-5 loaders and a GAZ-93 motor vehicle. All this makes it possible 

to procure and preserve high-quality feed and to prepare nutritive rations for 
animals. 


Last year all the hay, haylage and silage procured there were evaluated as belong- 
ing to the first and second categories and grass meal, to the first category alone. 
A strict record of the income and expenditure of feed is kept at the feed yard. It 
is not accidental that last year the kolkhoz increased meat and milk production by 
12 percent. 


Experience in the construction of feed yards has also been accumulated in other ob- 
lasts and republics recently. It is important that this experience becomes more 
rapidly available to all farms. 


At the same time, however, I would like to draw the attention of kolkhoz and sov- 


khoz managers and specialists to the fact that the feed yard is only one of the 
major prerequisites for the establishment of a firm feed base for animal husbandry. 
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In the improvement in the quality of all the feed produced on farms it is also dif- 
ficult to overestimate the importance of workers’ production discipline and of a 
strict and efficient observance of the technology of procurement, preservation and 
storage of feed by them. Unfortunately, one can cite many examples when a careless 
attitude toward the observance of requirements. for instance, for the moisture of 
raw materials, the time of their storage, packing and covering leads to deplorable 
results even if good storage facilities are available. Souring, overheating and 
overmoistening sharply lower the quality of feed even if it is placed in standard 
storage facilities. 


In the interest of this matter it is necessary to imbue people with a respectful 
attitude toward feed and to increase the responsibility for its quality. It seems 
to us that it is advisable to take this into account in the All+Union State Stand- 
ard for feed. The title list of the All-Union State Standard now states the fol- 
lowing: "“Nonobservance of the standard is prosecuted by law." At first glance it 
seems that, actually, strict responsibility is placed on executors for the quality 
of produced feed. In fact, however, the All-Union State Standard does not hinder 
the production of low-quality feed. After all, responsibility is placed for the in- 
clusion of feed not in the quality category to which it actually corresponds. If, 
however, a fodder harvest is spoiled on a farm, the All-Union State Standard is in- 
different to this. Therefore, when the quality of feed is evaluated, those guilty 
of its spoilage must bear strict responsibility to the state. 


Now it is difficult to find a farm that would not have a machine yard. After all, 
without it it is impossible to organize a highly productive vtilization of equip- 
ment. There should be the same approach to the establishment of feed yards on kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes. Their existence and provision with equipment characterizes 
the level of zootechnical, technological and economic standard of animal husbandry 
management. 


The last winter stueoling period at sections on many farms was complicated and dif- 
ficult. It is no secret that these difficulties were intensified by the big share 
of low-quality feed procured last year. These lessons should be remembered. Right 
now it is necessary to take active measures so that every ton of hay, haylage, sil- 
age, grass meal and fodder root crops is stored properly in high-quality storage 
facilities.

ESTONIAN PARTY OFFICIAL STRESSES FEED, LIVESTOCK GOALS 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 13 Jul 82 pp 1-2

Road Towards Intensification" ] 


[Text] A historical landmark in the life of our village was the March 

1965 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee; it began a program of increasing 
capital investment for agriculture, strengthening its material and machinery 
base, perfecting planning and economic stimulation. Since that time 
agriculture in our country has made many strides forward, the growth in 
production of agricul”ural products having outstripped the growth in 
population. And still there are many products that for the moment are 

in short supply. 


At the recent Plenum of the CP USSR Central Committee in May, it was pointed 
out that, while wages have increased, prices for our basic food products 
have remained constant. Therefore demand has increased. At the same time, 
the rural population has decreased, cities are growing, village inhabitants 
are more and more buying groceries in stores. And of course this points to 
the fact that the agro-industrial sector is not growing suf iciently fast. 


To ensure an uninterrupted supply of all food products for the population 

of our country, the Food Program for the USSR up until 1990 was set up in 
accordance with decisions reached at the 26th CPSU Congress. The May Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee approved it. 


The essence of the program was formulated in a speech by the General Secretary 
of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade L.I. Brezhnev: "...the key to 
agricultural effectiveness is the intensification of production. And the 

Food Program is aimed in that direction.” 


Implementation of the Food Program is a qualitatively new step in the 
planning and management of the economy. Indeed the planned tasks can be 
successfully fulfilled only when, with the end result in mind, all links 
in the agro-industriai chain begin to work equally. 


The tasks emanating from the Food Program have already been given coverage 
in the press. I believe that it is not repetitive to recall once again the 
main production limits of village workers of ESSR during the 12th Five-Year 
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Plan: the average annual production of meat must be from 235-240,000 tons, 
of milk from 1.3-1.4 million tons, of grain from 1.5-1.6 million tons. 
Gross production of potatoes during the 10 year period must increase by 

a factor of 1.2, of feed by a factor of 1.4. 


Are these goals attainable for our agro-industrial sector? If we bear in 
mind, for example, that during the present five-year plan it is foreseen that 
milk production will be from 1.2-1.3 million tons, and that in 1975-76 a 
limit of 1.2 million tons was produced, then the planned goal is attainable, 
although much effort will be needed to reach it. 


Agriculture in the ESSR has always produced for the most part and will 
continue to produce animal products. The basis for increasing milk production 
and additional animal weight is feed that we ourselves produce. The climatic 
condit* ons in our republic and the type of sown area are quite favorable 

for the production of feed for cattle. And here lies the means for attaining 
the planned goals: a significant increase in the production of grass feeds, 
bette. quality, and us2 of all the possibilities of pasture lands. Cattle 
make up 60 percent of all farm animals. 


Socialist obligations for workers of the republic foresee the production of 
525,000 tons of hay, 575,000 tons of haylage, 620,000 tons of silage and 
99,000 tons of artificially dehydrated grass feeds, or at least 1,500 units 
of feed per animal. We must note that last year we were able to produce 
only one half of that amount of feed. 


If we look back, it becomes clear why we are now so heatedly discussing the 
reasons for the lag in the feed base and criticizing cattle raisers for an 
inordinate keenness for feed concentrates: during the 8th Five-Year Plan 
1,507 units of feed were allotted for the winter, during the 9th 1,518 

were allotted, but during the 10th only 1,110. 


During the last five-year plan outlays of concentrates on milk production 
increased by about 8 percent. An average of 485 grams of concentrates 
were used per kg of milk produced; this was more than half of the ration. 


Research by scientists proves that grass feeds can sustain 70 percent of 

the requirements of even the most highly productive animals. To reach this, 
it is necessary to have not less than 9-10 kg of grass feed (dry weight) 

per unit of cattle in a 24 hour period. 


There are huge reserves in the production of beef, and it is still only 
40 percent of the total amount of meat. As has already been stated, the 
republic has the most favorable conditions for the production of feeds 
for cattle. Besides that, much less feed concentrates go into increasing 
cattle weight than into fattening pigs. On the Vyru sovkhoz and on many 
other farms cattle breeds for meat are being raised--this sector we are 
to develop even further. 


Hog raising is being intensified also. Our goal is to attain at least a 


one-half kg increase in weight per 24 hour feeding period. In order to make 
Pork production more efficient and well run, we must introduce production 
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line techniques in a more consistent manner, especially at complexes with 
closed production cycles. Summer feed rations for pigs should include more 
succulent feeds. They can make up 8-10 percent of the ration, as opposed 
to the present 2-3 percent. 


The lack of protein is a bottleneck in feed production. To overcome this, 

the area given over to clover and to other legumes must be expanded. But 

this in turn is hampered by a lack of seeds. The only solution is to organize 
seed production of these crops on farms. 


We can't forget about other feeds that are rich in protein, such for example 
as animal wastes, concencrates from grass juices, feed yeasts from milled 
peat. Any sort of initiative in this area will be welcomed. 


Improvement of feed quality can completely satisfy animal requirements for 
protein. The nutritiocusness of feeds depends above all eise on the time 
they are harvested. But we slowly carry out the harvest of early ripening 
grasses in the early phases of their maturity. In May and the beginning 

of June this year, many units for the preparation of grass meal were not 
working at full capacity. And artificially dehydrated feeds made from grass 
towards the middie of June are not of such quality as those received earlier. 
Grasses for hay, haylage and silage were mowed late in many areas. 





The village has at its disposal enough high powered feed harvesting machinery. 
We have 300 units for the preparation of grass meal, more than 8006 of the 
self-propelled mower-presses E-280 and E-281 and almost 2,000 pick-up 

balers. There are enough spreaders this year. 


But if we look at the result of the republic's socialist competition for 
feed producers, then it becomes clear that machinery is not being used 
equally. Take, for example, productiveness of machines. Last year each 
self-propelled feed harvester gathered an average of 4,439 tons of feed, or 
an average of 68 tons per day. Then more than 128 tons were harvested by 
30 machines each 24 hour period. The model sovkhoz Tartu, the model 
Sovkhoz-technical institute Vyaymelaskiy and the kolkhozes Kuusalu and 

Viru used this machinery better than others. 


Last year each self-propelled mower cut an average of 415 hectares of grass, 
or 8.3 hectares each day. Here the difference in efficiency is particularly 
great. For example, on the Yu. Gagrain model farm, run by outstanding 
workers, the total was more than 1,100 hectares, while on those farms which 
lagged behind, it was 1,000 hectares less. 


What is happening here? Much of course, depends on the people operating 
the machinery, but there are other reasons. More than anything else it is 
the organization of labor and technical service. For every minor or major 
breakdown in machinery, it is necessary to go to the rayon center for spare 
parts, and at the rayon Agricultural Equipment Association the necessary 
spare parts are not always in stock. 
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A shortage of truck transport is a difficult problem which we must quickly 
resolve. During feed harvest time ‘t is felt on each farm. It is difficult 
for those who must help field crop specialists. There are just not enough 
trucks which could be used for agricultural transportation. 


But instead of looking only at the difficulties, it is necessary to find ways 
to overcome them. It is hard to give ready made answers. Everything depends 
upon the motivation of specialists, upon knowledge of local capabilities. 

For example, the technology involved in the harvesting of hay on the May 

9th kolkhoz of Paydeskiy Rayon depends on the use of heavy duty trailers 

with pick-up balers; these were assembled by the kolkhoz workers themselves. 
The hay is stored in ventilated barns by use of a conveyor, hand labor 

being reduced to a minimum. On the Saku model farm the main piece of 
machinery used for the hay harvest is a roll-press. What both farms have 

in common is that the organization of labor is thought out to the tiniest 
detail and that there is a system of incentives. 


All farms must set up permanent groups for fodder raising; they will begin 
work in the spring and finish it in the fall with the harvest of the second 
growth. If the harvest of fodder continues all summer long and becomes an 
independent prod..ction sector, then the harvest of grasses will be used 

to a maximum. Jor this a green conveyor is necessary. 


Spring processing of feeds most often begins with the production of grass 
meal. Usually left-over pasture grasses are used for this as the grass 
grows quickly in the spring and the animals cannot eat all of it. If the 
preliminary mowings on pastures are delayed, this is reflected in their 
productivity: the second growth is retarded. 


A better organization of the pasturage of animals will help increase the 
output of animal products. Much has recently been said about rationed 
pasturage. It is quite clear that intensified production of meat and milk 
are impossible without it. What rationed pasturage is trying to do is 
force animals to eat all of the grass and not to trample it. But such a 
system of pasturage presupposes the presence of well-cared for pastures. 
It is necessary to use pasture land grasses, enabling us to store up more 
fodder for the winter. 


The Food Program and decrees of the CPSU Central Committee and of the USSR 
Council of Ministers have set up a strong foundation for the rapid development 
of our agriculture. But these entail large tasks whose resolution demands 
that we work in new ways. The leaders of rayons and farms will play a 
significant role, while the responsibility of specialists will increase. 
Administrative success is unthinkable without serious economic analysis. 


The order of the day calls for new progressive forms of labor organization. 
In Valgaskiy Rayon much emphasis has been placed on the introduction of 
self-financed brigades. We must propagate their work experience, generalize 
it, popularize it. Scientists here must have their say. 
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Many tasks confront the agro-industrial network. Party organizations bear a 
huge responsibility in seeing that they are carried out. Above all else 
they must strengthen party influence in labor units and in all sections of 
the chain, to raise the combative spirit of party organizations and in a 
well-conceived effort, place communists in decisive production area. 


Communists must be in those places where they are most necessary, where the 
final product is being turned out. In other words, they mUst be on farms, 
in work groups, at responsible seasonal work sites. ‘+t is necessary that 
on all farms there be permanent and temporary party groups. And where this 
is still impossible to have, then we must use party organizers around whom 
a cell would form, the basis for future party groups. 


Party groups must be in the forefront, looking for the new, introducing all 
that is advanced. Communists know better than others the possibilities and 
the particular situation on the farm; therefore they must give voice to 
their knowledge. 


Working with people is an important part of party work. Whoever is a 
communist must explain the tasks that confront the collectives and how they 
are to be solved and create an atmosphere conducive to work. 


The Komsomol also have a wide scope of activities. The youth---they are the 
future directors of production and the laborers of farm and field. To 
foster a love for the lard, to direct young people to study--this means 
being concerned about tomorrow's collective, thinking about the future. 


Implementation of the Food Program is a large responsibility of party raykoms. 
The CPSU Central Committee has undertaken a decision to set up agricultural 
sections in the raykoms. They are to improve the leadership of rayon agro- 
industrial complexes, to keep them on a true course. 


Many aspects of the Food Program are long-term. Not all problems can be 


immediately solved, but we must approach them today in a logical and 
responsible manner.

FEED CROP PROGRESS, PROBLEMS IN KIRGHIZ SSR DISCUSSED

/Excerpts/ Scythes are entering dense and high reed thickets 
with a sharp ring. The succulent mass is being placed on the 
slopes of the irrigation canal in even rows. Today is Saturday. 
The workers of the Kant Sugar Plant have. gone out to help the 
collective of the Iskra Sovkhoz to procure feed. They are mow- 
ing around road shoulders not far away. Every now and then 
tractor trailers are dispatched to the feed shop of the farn, 
where the mass is ground and transformed into meal and granules. 


In Kirghizia this year spring was dry and hot and occasional rain fell only at the 
beginning of summer. Many sowings of grass and grain crops cultivated on dry areas 
suffered in the rayon. 


Under these conditions farmers mobilize all the forces and reserves in order to 
provide livestock with sufficient feed reserves and manifest enterprises and ini- 
tiative. The hydrant watering of plantations, which makes it possible to automate 
the irrigation process, is introduced successfully. Straw is also used. 


In brief, those that work, fully devoting their energies, and take advantage of 
the slightest possibility to increase feed reserves, successfully overcome the 
complications connected with weather. Changes for the better have taken place in 
the feed harvesting conveyer in Issyk-Atinskiy Rayon. Machine operators in Dzhan- 
gi-Dzhol'skiy Rayon have stored more than one-half of the necessary haylage. 


At the same time, by no means all farms are imbued with responsibility for the 
fate of the future wintering. Many kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Lyaylyakskiy and 
Batkenskiy Rayons lag behind considerably in haylage storage and grass meal is 
produced at low rates on some farms in Sovetskiy, Suzakskiy and Aravanskiy Rayons. 
Machine operators in Nauktaskiy Rayon are late with the first harvest of perennial 
grass. Downright mismanagement is tolerated here and there. People's controllers 
have discovered that on some kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Kalininskiy Rayon rakes 
are not used after grinders, owing to which up to 3 or 4 quintals of hay per hec- 
tare are lost. 
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Under Kirghizia's conditions corn could become a significant reserve for the accu- 
mulation of fodder grain. In brief, advanced links and brigades obtain 100 quin- 
tals of corn per hectare and more. At the same time, farms in Panfilovskiy, Mos- 
kovskiy and a number of other rayons, having favorable soil and climatic condi- 
tions, obtain only 44 to 47 quintals of grain per hectare. In the republic not 
enough root crops are grown. Yet this is excellent feed for livestock. 


To gather a harvest is half the job. It is no less important to correctly process 
and place it in storage. Meanwhile, the data of the agrochemical laboratory indi- 
cate that there are examples of an unconscientious attitude toward this matter. 
The mistakes made last year, when every second ton out of the 337,000 tons of in- 
spected haylage was of inferior quality, must not be repeated. 


Striving to implement the decisions of the May (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Certral 
Committee, Kirghizia's agricultural workers are increasing Lie rates of feed pro- 
duction and planning ‘o store more feed and on this basis to increase the output 
of livestock products.

FEED CROP PROGRESS, PROBLEMS IN UZBEKISTAN DISCUSSED 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 17 May 82 p 1

/Text/ In order to increase meat and milk production during the pasture period, 
it is necessary to regularly provide livestock with succulent feed and to create 
on every kolkhoz and sovkhoz an effective system of the green conveyer with the 
most efficient utilization of pastures, winter crops sown for feed purposes, per- 
ennial and annual grass and other fodder crops. 


Most kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the republic have basically concluded the sowing 
of fodder crops on an area of more than 556,000 hectares (together with corn) and 
have expanded the care of the sowings of corn for grain, silage and green feed, of 
lucerne and of fodder root crops. The harvesting of alternate rye, rape, perko 
and other crops has been completed. Feed getting and procuring brigades and links 
equipped with machinery and transport facilities have been staffed. 


Provision has now been made in the republic to procure 7.5 million tons of coarse 
feed, including 2,650,000 tons of hay, to store 4.3 million tons of silage, to pre- 
pare 215,000 tons of vitamin grass meal and to improve the quality of all feed 
through the introduction of advanced technologies. 


This spring unfavorable conditions have been created for the development of pasture 
vegetation and the accumulation of natural grass hay. This means that special at- 
tention must be paid to sown grass. It is necessary to obtain no less than 6 to 7 
high-grade lucerne harvests. According to the data of the Uzbek SSR Central Sta- 
tistical Administration on 10 May, the first lucerne harvest was carried out on 
139,000 hectares--one-half of the harvest area. A total of 250,000 tons of hay. 
have been procured and 309,000 tons of haylage have been stored. Farms in Surkhan- 
dar'inskaya Oblast have completed the first lucerne harvest and are preparing for 
the second. Kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Kas’ kadar'inskaya, Bukharskaya, Syrdar'in- 
skaya, Andizhanskaya and Namanganskaya Oblasts have harvested lucerne from almost 
the entire area. 


However, the rates of lucerne harvesting and feed procurement are low in other ob- 
lasts and many rayons. In Dzhizakskaya, Navoiyskaya, Fergans*aya and Samarkandska- 
ya Oblasts the first hay harvest has not been completed even on one-half of the 
areas. This is disorder. The first hay harvest must be completed in the next few 
days and a situation in which the maximum amount of mass for hay, haylage and vi- 
tamin meal is obtained every 20 to 25 days mist be attained subsequently. 
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For the purpose of an accelerated increase in the production of livestock products 
and the saving of concentrated feed it is important to provide livestock and poul- 
try with vitamin and high-protein feed mainly at the expense of grass meal. How- 
ever, most oblasts have not yet begun its production and here and there units have 
not been made serviceable. It is important to utilize every lucerne harvest and 
all other sources of raw materials, to attain a regular operation of all AVM and 
OGM units and to give them a full load. The bodies of the State Committee for Sup- 
ply of Production Equipment for Agriculture are called upon to organize the tech- 
nical servicing of all the units available on farms and to ensure their high pro- 


ductivity. 


It is necessary to intensify party control over the course of production and pro- 
curement of feed and to take every measure so that every farm may provide its stock 
with sufficient coarse and succulent feed.

[Article entitled: "Increasing the Output of Farm Products: Some Results 
of Stock Raising in the Republic for the First Half of the Year"] 


[Text] As is well known, the May 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee 
stressed that implementation of the Food Program must bear results this year. 
And this means that each kolkhoz and sovkhoz must exert a maximum effort 

to increase the production and sale of agricultural products. 


The first half of the second year of the llth Five-Year Plan has passed. 

How have farm workers of the republic coped with the planned tasks, how have 
they fulfilled plans and obligations in stock raising? What contribution 
have they made towards increasing productive resources? Statistics support 
the fact that, throughout the republic in general, positive steps were noted 
in the milk and meat sectors. Milk yield per cow increased by 56 kg, a 

6 percent increase in gross output and a 10 percent increase--177,000 tons 
more sold to the state--than in the corresponding period last year. Also 
important was the increase on kolkhozes and sovkhozes of the number of 
cattle, 126,000, and in the number of hogs, 58,000. Poultry increased by 

3 percent. The republic has increased the production of meat and fulfilled 
its semi-annual procurement quota, a figure of 102 percent being reached. 


Such figures were ensured, of course, by a correct wintering of the animals 
on many farms, the introduction of the latest methods and technology for the 
keeping and feeding of animals. Work was particularly well done on kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes of Nesvizhskiy Rayon; incidentally, it has initiated republic 
competition for increasing production and sales of farm products during the 
llth Five-Yea: Plan. Very important was the fact that on all farms of the | 
rayon, feed production sectors worked, delivering the fodder only in a 
prepared, concentrate form. Therefore output was high. One kg of milk and 
more than 100 grams of additional weight per head of cattle were received 
from each unit of feed. 


Efficiency and the quality of work allowed for good results in the winter 
quartering of animals on farms of Kozrelichskiy, Novogrudskiy, Ostrovetskiy, 
Molodechnenskiy and several other rayons. And during the summer these rayons 
are the leaders, showing the huge possibilities the republic has in 
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developing stock raising and increasing animal productivity by stepping up 
the pace. In each of the rayons 11 or more kg of milk per cow are received 
daily, more than 750 grams of additional weight per head of cattle and 400 
grams per pig. 


And once again this is only possible because party and agricultural organs, 
directors and specialists on farms have thought out and established before- 
hand the complete cycle of summer quartering and feeding of animals. First 
of all there was a detailed examination of pasture land conditions, their 
dimensions were ascertained with a view to feed demands and sources were 
organized for an uninterrupted flow to farms of valuable green mass for 
feed. And, very important, a rationed pasturage is being carried out. Care 
for animal feeding areas is given to specialized teams; they are also 
responsible for the delivery of feed to farms. Equally important is the 
introduction of contract work on many farms and the determination of pay 

by the results of the final product. These have ensured an increase in 
self interest on the part of cattlemen to attain high productivity of their 
animals. 


If work was handled in this way everywhere, then the figures in stock raising 
would be better still; there would not be such striking contrasts as are now 
seen between farms, rayons, oblasts. For example, Minskskaya, Grodnenskaya 
and Brestskaya Oblasts have successfully fulfilled their semi-annual sales 
quota of milk and meat to the state; Vitebskskaya, Gomel'skaya and 
Mogilevsksya Oblasts have fallen far short of their quotas for milk. There 
can hardly be any justification for those that are so far short. One reason: 
they did not fully use possibilities during the winter and left many gaps in 
their organization of the summer quartering for animals. 


Productivity and gross output of animal products in Kostyukovichskiy Rayon 
have been declining from year to year (CP BSSR Raykom secretary, comrade P.P. 
Mikhunov, rayispolkom chairman, comrade A.S. Semkin). Why? Last year the 
effects of a drought were still being felt. This year, however, there have 
been favorable weather conditions in the rayon: everywhere grasses have 
been growing well in meadows and on pastures and there is no shortage of 
green mass for feed, yet nonetheless the rayon will again miss procurement 
quotas for farm products. Even by last year's meagre levels they will fall 
short to the state by 550 tons of milk and 111 tons of meat. 


And can the picture by any different if on six farms even at the present 
time less than seven kg of milk per cow are received? The Druzhba and Lenin 
kolkhozes, the Samotevichi and 40 Years-October sovkhozes have not reached 
last year's levels of milk productivity. All of this can be explained by 
the following: the above mentioned farms and others of the rayon took 
their herds of milch cows to pasture in an unorganized way, did not set 
aside cattle tracks, did not set up watering facilities for the animals, 
and did not arrange for the feed to have green mass and mineral elements. 
The daily routine was frequently not observed and there was an unsystematic 
use of grasses in pastures. As a result, animal feed needs are falling 
short by 20 percent. 














On several farms of Zhitkovichskiy Rayon (CP BSSR raykom secretary, comrade 
V. A. Bondarev, rayispolkom chairman, comrade N. M. Bus'ko), milch cattle 
and cattle for fattening are experiencing a shortage of green feeds; this 
can only be explained by an extreme lack of responsibility. This why less 
than five kg of milk per cow is received each day on the Oktyabr" and 
Leninskiy Shlyakh kolkhozes. And this is happening when the meadows are 
rich in grasses, when an excellent feed mass has grown on crop-rotated 
fields. 


It would seem that the rayispolkom's directorate for agriculture would 
study the situation of affairs on these kolkhozes and undertake measures to 
correct the deficiencies. But nothing of the sort has happened. And, in 
fact, they could use the experience of the best workers, an experience 
which is nearby. On the Third International kolkhoz milc': herds are grazing 
on productive pastures, the ration method being used. Besides the grass on 
the pastures, these animals are being given an adequate supply of high- 
quality green feed. This is why milk yield is so high--i2 kg of milk per 
cow each day. 


Kostyukovichskiy and Zhitkovichskiy Rayons, seriously behind in milk yield 
and animal weight gains, are not exceptions. Affairs are no better in 
Verkhnedvinskiy, Polotskiy, Drogichinskiy, Oktyabr'skiy, Chausskiy and a 
group of other rayons. In Polotskiy Rayon during June the average daily 
weight gain of cattle was only 551 grams. On the Pravda and Oktyabr' 
kolkhozes and on the Kokhanovichi and Leonishino sovkhozes of Verkhne- 
dvinskiy Rayon there were less than 400 grams of additional daily weight, 
while on the Iskra and Sovetskaya Belorussiya kolkhozes of Drogichinskiy 
Rayon there were even 300 grams and less. 


The directors of Sharkovshchiskiy Rayon (CP BSSR raykom secretary, comrade 
M. Ch. Sezensvksiy, rayispolkom chairman, comrade N. A. Taratuta) deserve 
a special reproach for their poor organizattion of beef production. Here 
interfarm specialization has still not been worked out. Many farms do not 
have sections for animal births to occur, dispensar*es, mechanized summer 
areas and even small grounds for calves. 


Opportunities of the summer season are poorly used in the rayon. On the 
Gagarin and Kalinin kolkhozes there are regular interruptions in the supply 
of green feed to animals. This is because the mechanized teams for 
harvesting and procuring feeds are not fully equipped with the necessary 
machinery and because pay for work does not reflect final output. It is 
not a coincidence that the average daily weight gain per animal for the 
first half of the year was only 421 grams.

Qualified cattle breeders determine the success of the effort; this is well 
known. But we are a long way from having all farms fully staffed with such 
personnel. In this very same Sharkovshchinskiy Rayon, where there is a 
severe shortage of such personnel, little attention is being given to 
creating conditions for highly productive work. At this time there are 
still less than 8 percent master-class milking and feeding specialists. 


Implementation of the Food Program demands a serious treatment of the 
problems in stock raising. Leaders of oblasts, rayons, kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes must not forget that. Personnel must be called to account for 
each act not performed in a truély agricultural way. We cannot be 
complacent about such a situation when, because of a lack of concern on 

the part of individual workers, there are huge losses of milk and meat 

even now, during the summertime, in the presence of an adequate feed supply. 


Right now no farm has an excuse for a decrease in milk yield and animal 
weight gain and for non-fulfillment of procurement quotas for animal 
products. It is only necessary to be well-organized, to be able to use 
the favorable summer conditions to the maximum, and to competently solve 
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all the technical problems of holding and feeding the animals. In no case 
are decreases in daily milk yield and animal weight gain to be allowed. 
With these goals in mind and also that of maximum production possibilities, 
a guaranteed feed supply must be ensured. 


Particular attention must be paid to the daily routine, which means that 
the milch herd must be in pasture not less than 12 hours per day and then 
at the most favorable time of the day. 


Farm ditectors and specialists must constantly concern themselves with the 
control of dry matter in green feeds, with mineral feeding and watering 

of the animals. Farms that raise and feed animals in line with the principle 
"the field is the feed trough"’ must set up the technology for feeding the 
animals. Green feed that is delivered for storage must r>. be allowed to 
lose its nourishing elements, being piled up in passage ways and on platforms. 
Precision work of specialized teams is necessary here. 


On many farms there are substantial losses because young animals are 
quartered during the summer in poorly ventilated structures, often very 
unsanitary. And this happens in such instances when the young animals 

can be transferred to outdoor locations and to mechanized areas where, 
with the same outlays of feed, production may be significantly increased. 
An optimal microclimate must be ensured in stationary facilities for those 
animals in the process of a final fattening up. 


One must not consider normal the low marketability of milk in many rayons 
during the summer; overexpenditures on milk and meat production are allowed 
for interfarm needs. The task is to make sure that expenditures meet 
establ hed norms. At the same time greater care must be taken to ensure 
a higher fat content in milk. All farms must have milking machinery in 
good technical conditions and use correct milking techniques. Ali channels 
of loss and spoilage must be closed--from the moment the milk is received 
to its processing at meat and milk processing plants. 


Purchases of surplus produce from individuals remains as before a huge 
reserve for increasing procurement of meat and milk. This is why it is 
necessary to precisely organize milk receiving and livestock receiving 
stations on location, to ensure that conditions are favorable for the 
running of private, subsidiary farms. This means good pasture lands for 
their animals now and good feed during the winter. 


In the end, the task is to increase production of animal products as much 
as possible during the summer and to successfully meet government procure- 
ment quotas. This will be a definite contribution in the implementation 
of the Food Program.

UTILIZATION OF FOOD POTENTIAL OF RSFSR TIMBER AREAS URGED 
Moscow EKONOMICHESKAYA GAZETA in Russian No 24, Jun 82 p 8 
/Article by V. Varavka: "To Live Near a Forest"/ 
/Excerpt/ Forest Virgin Land 


In order to better visualize the food potentials of the Ministry of Forestry of the 
Russian Federation, I asked Nikolay Ivanovich Sochnev, chief of the Main Adminis- 
tration of Food Products, to mention some figures. Here they are. This ministry's 
forest-covered possessions alone, which stretch from Murmansk to Vladivostok and 
from the Northern Urals to Krasnodarskiy Kray, »ccupy about 650 million hectares. 
In addition to numerous small round sites in overgrown tracts, which are suitable 
for mowing and sowing, sizable areas are under "clean" meadows, pastures and ara- 
ble land. In other words, enterprises, whose number reaches more than 1,000, have 
good conditions not only for their specialized activity (forest restoration and 
timber procurement), but also for raising animals and poultry, obtaining fur and 
peltry and gathering nuts, mushrooms and berries. 


What are the results in this auxiliary, incidental, but exceptionally important and 
not secondary sphere of management? Important primarily for an improvement in the 
supply of food for the population of forest settlements, which often are located at 
a distance of dozens of kilometers from sovkhozes, kolkhozes and cities. 


In the entire ramified system of the RSFSR Ministry of Forestry on 1 January there 
were only 13,500 head of large-horned cattle, slightly more sheep, a somewhat small- 
er number of hogs, 10,000 rabbits, the same number of feeder horses and some ducks, 
chickens and geese. In all 4,200 tons of meat and 1,700 tons of milk were produced 
last year. For "its" almost 600,000 residents these numbers are quite scanty. 


The vast natural fodder reserves, especially in the forests of the nonchernozem 
zone, Siberia, the Trans-Baykal and the Far East, are utilized only partially. 

Ligh dense grass quite often is left to stand too long and, ultimately, is cov- 
ered by snow. If it were mowed and dried or silaged in time, it could have fed 
stock 15, 20 and here and there even 50 times as big as the present one. This is 
true forest virgin land! And how vacant the land plots on edges are, plots that 
at one time were plowed and then were neglected and overgrew with weeds and shrubs! 
Unfortunately, how big the "blue corn field" is, the field in the form of a count- 
less number of lakes, ponds and rivers, which produces inexcusably little output! 
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To state that this vast reserve of opportunities is not noted in the sector's head- 
quarters means to sin against the truth. For example, it was decided to increase 
meat production 3.5-fold during the current five-year plan. Significant positive 
changes were also outlined for some other items. Specific orders were issued and 
conferences with managers of ministries under patronage in autonomous republics and 
with chiefs of kray and oblast administrations were held. 


All this is good. But..., first, it must not be forgotten that an impressive in- 
crease is still envisaged on a very weak and thin basis and, second, the develop- 
ment of an internal product base has not yet become as mandatory as forest plant- 
ations and timber procurement. Many workers on forestry farms with whom I had oc- 
casion to talk considered the acquisition of farms and apiaries, breeding and catch- 
ing of fish and procurement of mushrooms and berries only a wish, no more than that. 
They would like someone to build them barns, to give them cows, sows, rabbits and 
bee swarms and send them concentrates and beehives... 


The old Russian saying "to live near a forest means not to see hunger" has not lost 
its meaning even now. With more initiative and enterprise it will be possible to 
have product shops in all forest management enterprises within 3 to 4 years, espe~- 
cially as examples for imitation and competition exist in their own Ministry of 
Forestry. 


Followers, respond! 


In Rostovskaya Oblast there is the Krymskoye Forest Section headed by Aleksey Aver'- 
yanovich Zapesnyayev, a diligent and practical man. This is not an enterprise, 
but, from the standpoint of plant scale, a section. However, the subsidiary farm 
here is bigger than on some 10 forestry farms taken together. It has 330 hogs and 
they are raised only on local feed obtained from its own arable land, not on cus- 
tomer-supplied feed. Barley, sugar beets, sorghum and squash--everything is pro- 
duced by a field modest in size, but tended lovingly, and the grass on plantations 
will be used by large-horned cattle. The construction of an inexpensive barn, 
which will house 25 to 30 cows, from local materials, is already being completed. 


Let us now travel 1,000 km to the Dubovskiy Mechanized Forestry Farm in Novosibir- 
skaya Oblast managed by Mikhail Ivanovich Shevchuk. Slanderers, who do not recog- 
nize anything but specialized complexes, when meeting this director, scoff: Sub- 
sistence farming is a vestige of the past. Yes, indeed, there is a little of 
everything here~~cows, hogs and horses-~-and there is even a very simple and inex- 
pensive miil for grinding not someone else's, but again home-grown, grain for feed. 
What bad is in this if people do not want to be parasites and provide themselves 
with high-quality fresh products not in detriment to their main work? 


In Siberia there is also the Karasuk Experimental Model Mechanized Forestry Farn, 
which is interesting from the point of view of organization of both specialized 
and secondary production. In the last 3 years it has obtained 360 quintals of 
goose meat and by the end of the current five-year plan the annual procurement of 
poultry meat will almost triple. Furthermore, plans are made to "collect" 1 mil- 
lion chicken eggs and to raise up to 4,000 nutrias. A section for these economic- 
ally profitable and modest animals has been established there on the initiative 

of Nikolay Alekseyevich Kosyak, director of the experimental model mechanized farm, 
quite recently, but it already has about 200 females. As on the first two farms 
almost all the feed, with the exception of some additives, is procured without out- 
side help on the land of this farm, 
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And another, in my opinion, convincing illustration of an intelligent and useful 
combination of the basic and "established" with the auxiliary and incidental. The 
Burayevskoye Forest Hunting Farm in the Bashkir ASSR (Sul'fiyar Kamalovich Khamat '- 
yarov, director) has three sections--dairy, elk and rabbit raising--and artificial 
cranberry and viburnum plantations. Workers and employees do not travel by cars 
anywhere for milk and meat. Conversely, the surplus of these and other products is 
sold to neighbors and the state. 


It is not difficult to imagine how many different foodstuffs the enterprises of the 
RSFSR Ministry of Forestry could stock if they reached the goals of advanced wor- 
kers. However, if today one were to ask "followers to respond," there would not be 
many of them. All forestry farms now have subsidiary farms only in Penzenskaya Ob- 
last. The insufficient demand of the ministry on its economic subdivisions is one 
of the reasons for this. 


Assistance Is Also Needed 


Concerning the subsidiary production and procurement activity of forestry enter- 
prises, of course, one must not forget the really existing difficulties and prob- 
lems. I will begin with perhaps the main one--provision of sections with their own 
high-quality feed. In order to grow barley and a pea and oats mixture on 100 hec- 
tares and vegetables, potatoes and sugar beets on even smaller plots (according to 
the need), it is not economically profitable for timber industry enterprises to 
acquire powerful combines, tractors and seeders. They will stand more than they 
will operate and pay for themselves. Two ways out of the situation are seen here. 
First, rayon agroindustrial associations, in whose zone they are located, should 
attach them to the nearest kolkhozes and sovkhozes for servicing on a contractual 
basis. It would be advisable for the RSFSR Ministry of Forestry and the Ministry 
of Agriculture to legislate such a procedure (in other republics as well). Second, 
the industry should manufacture much more equipment with changing mounted imple- 
ments capable of performing various technological operations. 


Hay procurement in forests and among bushes is a special matter. It is not so 
simple to procure it on scattered areas and among trees--there are not enough mow- 
ers. Maneuverable and productive small mowing machines easily controlled by one 
man are very necessary. There are samples of such equipment, but bringing these 
simple mechanisms "up to the standard" has been delayed excessively. 


Serious and, one would think, fully justified complaints are also made against ma- 
terial and technical supply bodies. Almost always finding resources for the basic 
activity of forestry farms and timber industry enterprises, suppliers only part- 
ially and, moreover, reluctantly allocate them for the development of subsidiary 
sectors. Nets are not purchased for a pond facility, because the forestry farm is 
not a fish combine and not even a fishing artel. It is not supposed to have equip- 
ment for sections, because its specialization is by no means agricultural. Of 
course, those that strive for the goal persistently and with interest usually over- 
come all difficulties and attain the desired result. However, it would be much 
better not to create such obstacles artificially.

ROLE OF FINANCIAL ORGANS IN FOOD PROGRAM IMPELEMENTATION 
Moscow FINANSY SSSR in Russian No 7, Jul 82 pp 3-14 


/Article by V.F. Garbuzov, USSR Minister of Finances: ‘Food Program of the Party 
and Tasks of the Financial Organs"'/ 


/Text/ Our entire country is under the tremendous influence of the May (1982) 
Plenum of the CC CPSU. In conformity with the decisions handed down during the 
26th CPSU Congress, the Plenum adopted a food program for the period up to 1996 
and also a number of important decrees aimed at improving control over agriculture, 
strengthening the kolkhoz and sovkhoz economies, further developing the economic 
stimulation of agricultural production and improving the housing and socio- 
cultural living conditions of the rural population. The purpose of the measures 
planned by the Plenum -- to ensure that the population is supplied with food 
products in a reliable manner and as rapidly as possible. 


The decisions handed down concentrate the attention of the party and people on a 
decisive e)ement of the socialist economy, one upon which improvements in the 
standard of living of the population are primarily dependent -- the sphere of 
production of food goods. In advancing new and strategic tasks in the sphere of 
agriculture and its associated branches, the party is guided in the proc:ss by the 
instruction handed down by V.I. Lenin: "All art in administration and politics 
consists of knowing exactly where to concentrate one's principal efforts and 
attention in a timely manner'™. 


The party's feod program is a notable document of creative Marxism-Leninism and one 
which is of great economic and socio-politic#, importance and meets the basic 
interests of the people. By its very nature snd scale, it must ensure progress for 
the entire national economy and more comple: satisfaction of the vital interests 
otf the Soviet people, a factor which has @’ ays been and continues to be an 
important program requirement of the CPSU. 


The food program was developed based upox the initiative and with the direct 
participation of Comrade L.I. Brezhnev. Im the clear and exceptionally interesting 
report which he delivered before the Flienum, the results of the development of the 
agroindustrial complex were analyzed in an intense, comprehensive and Leninist 
manner and the strategic aims with regard to solving the food problem were 

advanced ~- the central task of the Eleventh and Twelfth Five-Year Plans. The

Plenum cf the CC CPSU approved, entirely and completely, tue recommendations and 
conclusions set forth in the report by Comrade L.I. Brezhnev and it established 
theu as the foundation for practical work by the party, state and economic organs 
and professional trade union and komsomol organizations in carrying out the food 
program and in consistently implementing the agrarian policies of the CPSU. 


The May (1982) Plenum of the CC CPSU will occupy a worthy place in the history of 
the Communist Party and Soviet State. It signifies a qualitatively new and 
important stage in the development of agriculture and the entire agroindustrial 
complex. The decisions handed down during the Plenum, in terms of the intensity of 
their effect on the economy and the entire socio-political life of the country, will 
be of just as great importance as the decisions handed down during the historic 
March (1965) Plenum of the CC CPSU, which laid the foundation for the party's 

modern Leninist agrarian policies. 


The scientific, realistic and purposeful nature of these policies has been confirmed 
by life itself, by the practice of communist construction and by the achievements 
realized in the socio-economic development of our society. During the years 
following the March (1965) Plenum of the CC CPSU and as a result of consistent and 
steady implementation of the program aimed at improving agricultural production in 
every possible way, considerable growth took place in the logistical base for 
agriculture, the sovkhoz and kolkhoz economies and finances were strengthened and 
improvements were realized in the well-being of rural workers. A great amount of 
work was carried out in agriculture in connection with the industrialization of 
production and improving its logistical support and economic stimulation. 


Over the past three five-year plans, the volume of capital ixvestments in 
agriculture amounted to approximately 400 billion rubles, or more than 4 times the 
amount for all of the preceding years of Soviet rule. As a result, the 
agricultural fixed capital of kolkhozes, inter-farm agricultural enterprises, 
sovkhozes and other state farms reached 267 billion rubles and the amount of capital 
per 100 hectares of agricultural land increased by a factor of 3.9 during this 
period. 


Land reclamation work was carried out on a broad scale and greater use was made of 
chemical processes in agriculture. During the 15 year period, 54 billion rubles 
worth of capital investments were allocated for land reclamation purposes. More 
than 15 million hectares of land were reclaimed and the overall fund of reclaimed 
land reached 35 million hectares. In 1980, the deliveries of mineral fertilizers 
to agriculture reached 82 million tons, or three times more than the amount for 
1965. Greater use began to be made of mineral feeds and chemical and biological 
means for protecting plants. 


Strengthening of the logistical base for agriculture became possible owing to the 
accelerated development of agricultural machine-building, the mixed feed and 

microbiological industry, the logistical base for rural construction organizations 
and large-scale capital investments in all branches of the agroindustrial complex. 
The capital investment volumes in these branches during 1961-1985 were as follows:

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Economic stimulation of the rural economy was carried out on an entirely new basis 
and this ensured high rates of growth in the welfare of rural workers. The 
procurement prices for the principal types of agricultural products were raised for 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. A guaranteed monetary wage was introduced for kolkhoz 
members and their pension plans were improved. The overall gain realized by 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes, as a result of socio-economic measures carried out since 
1965, amounted to approximately 240 billion rubles. This enabied them to channel 
more than 142 billion additional rubles into the consumption fund. The wages of 
agricultural workers increased during the mentioned period by a factor of 2-2.3, 
that is, it increased at leading rates compared to the rates of growth for annual 
and office employee wages throughout the national economy as a whole. 


The intensification of agricultural production has ensured its great stability. 
For example, despite unfavorable weather conditions during the Tenth Five-Year Plan 
gross agricultural output increased by a factor of 1.5 abov. vcnaat for the Seventh 
Five-Year Plan. Grain production increased considerably throughout the country. 
The average annual gross yield for grain increased by a factor of 1.6 and for the 
first time reached 205 million tons. Meat production in dressed weight increased 
from 9.3 million tons to 14.8 million tons, milk -- from 65 million tons to 93 
million tons, eggs -- from 29 billion to 63 billion. Vegetable production 
increased by a factor of 1.6, fruit and berries -- by 2.6 and grapes -- by a 
factor of two. Here it is important to emphasize that the entire increase in 
Output was obtained with a reduction taking place in the number of workers engaged 
in the public sector of agricultural production; labor productivity at the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes increased by almost twofold. 


As a result and even with the country's population increasing during these years by 
35 million, success was nonetheless achieved in raising the per-capita consumption 
of meat by 41 percent, milk -- by 25 percent, eggs -- by a factor of 1.9, 

vegetables by 35 percent, vegetable oil -~- by 24 percent and sugar -- by 30 percent. 
At the present time, more than 70 percent of all consumer goods are being created 
in the agroindustrial complex, including 97 percent of the food goods and 3, 

percent of the non-food gocads. 


At the same time, despite all of the measures taken by the party and people to 
increase the production and deliveries of agricultural products, certain unsolved 
problems still remain. As noted during the Plenum of the CC CPSU, by no means has 
the food problem been removed from the agenda. The demand for meat and dairy 
products is not being satisfied and there is a shortage of fruit and vegetables. 
The reasons for this derive from the fact that the demand for food products still 
exceeds the production of food goods, although it is increasing with each passing 
year. The monetary income of the population has increased and with stability 
developing in the state retail prices for the principal food goods this has led to 
an increase in their consumpt‘on. At the same time, the size of the rural 
population has decreased while that of the municipal population has increased. 
From year to year, increases have taken place in the purchases of food products 
from the state trade network by the rural population itself. Growth in the 
effectiveness of agriculture and in the agroindustrial complex as a whole has not 
been sufficiently rapid. 


Our agricultural operations are being carried out under complicated climatic 


conditions. Many plantings of grain and other agricultural crops are located in 
the zone of risky farming. The 1970's were especially unfavorable years for 
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agriculture as far as the weather was concerned. During the 1971-1980 period, 
gross agricultural output decreased by a factor of five compared to the preceding 
year. 


Despite large-scale investments in agriculture, by no means have all measures been 
taken aimed at creating 1: modern logistical base for the branch. In 1980 the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the USSR on the whole had at their disposal roughly the 
same power engineering capabilities as agriculture in the U.S.A. However, where we 
employ 286 horsepower of power engineering capability per hectare of area under 
crops, the U.S.A. uses half as much again and for one worker engaged in 

agriculture -- four times more. 


As a result of the planned development of industry, our state occupies first place 
throughout the world in mineral fertilizer production. However, our applications 
of mineral fertilizer per hectare of arable land, especially phosphorus fertilizer, 
lag considerably behind those of developed capitalist countries. In 1980, the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes applied 84 kilograms of mineral fertilizer per hectare of 
arable land, in a conversion for 100 percent nutrients and in the U.S.A. this 
indicator was 117, England -- 319, France -- 306 and in the FRG -- 480 kilograms. 


The results of agricultural production are being adversely affected by unproductive 
losses, violations of the agricultural practices employed in the cultivation of 
crops, in the maintenance of livestock and in organizing control. Capital 
investments and logistical resources being channelled into this branch do not 
always produce the return expected. As a result, full use is not being made of the 
economic potential in agriculture. 


At the same time, the industrialization of agriculture has led to an increase in 
the internal turnover and consumption of industrial goods. This factor, together 
with the construction of capital intensive projects, has brought about excessive 
growth in amortization deductions and this, coupled with an insufficient increase 
in the production of agricultural products, was one of the reasons for the rise 
which took place in the production costs for agricultural output. During the years 
of the Eighth Five-Year Plan, the expenses for 100 rubles worth of gross 
agricultural output (in comparable 1973 prices) amounted to 70 rubles, during the 
Ninth Five-Year Plan they increased to 89 rubles and during the Tanth Five-Year 
Plan -- to 107 rubles, or by more than a factor of 1.5. 


The increase in expenses, despite the raised procurement prices, lowered the 
profitability of kolkhoz and sovkhoz production on the whole from 24 percent during 
the Eighth Five-Year Plan to 6 percent during the Tenth Five-Year Plan. In 1980, 
50 percent of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes sustained losses. The sale of sugar 
beets, milk, meat and wool was unprofitable. Today the situation is such that the 
more a farm produces these products the more it sustains losses. As a result, 

cost accounting has turned out to be somewhat weak. 


Indebtedness in terms of bank loans has increased considerably owing to unprofitable 
operations uy many kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The overall total has reached 112 
billion rubles. Insufficient profitability for kolkhoz and sovkhoz production is 
lowering interest with regard to increasing the production of goods and this is 
affecting the rates of development for the agroindustrial complex. 
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Improvements in the results of the economic-financial activities of kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes are being restrained to a considerable degree by existing shortcomings 

in the use of land, mineral fertilizers, equipment and feed and by great losses 

in output. A considerable amount of attention was given to this problem during the 
Plenum of the party's Central Committee. 


The Plenum oriented all ot the country's political and administrat‘ve-organizational 
work towards achieving a radical change in the development of agriculture and its 
associated branches and converting the country's agroincustrial complex over to the 
path of intensification. Comrade L.I. Brezhnev underscored the "most important 
requirement which the Politburo of the CC CPSU considered necessary to include in 
the program -- a further improvement in the operational efficiency of both 
agriculture and its associated branches of industry and a decisive conversion over 
to mainly intensive growth factors. This is precisely the anproach which recent 
CpSU congresses established as the basis for the party's economic policies. It is 
the most efficient and practically the only possible path to be followed for 
solving the food problem." 


For the period up to 1990, the food program of the USSR will rely upon the country's 
growing economic potential and appear as a developed, scientifically sound and 
balanced system of measures for accelerating improvements in the agricultural 
economy and in the agroindustrial complex as a whole. Its most important 

feature -- a special purpose, all-round approach, coordination, combining the 
efforts of agriculture and its service branches of industry, transport and trade and 
subordinating all of their activities to the overall final goal -- the production of 
high quality food products and making them available to the consumer. 


In addition to satisfying the Population's requirements for grain, baking and 
macaroni products in a wide assortment and aiso for potatoes and sugar, 
implementation of the program will make it possible even during the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan to satisfy fully the demand for such products as groats, confectionery 
products, margarine, eggs and fish and to improve the supply of meat, milk, 
vegetable oil and fruit and vegetable products. The Twelfth Five-Year Plan calls 
for a noticeable increase in the consumption of meat and vegetable oil and in the 
principal types of vegetables per capita, with the consumption of miik, vegetables 
and fruit appreaching che norms. 


During the 1980's, the country's average consumption of the principal food 
products will be as follows:

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The achievement of this level of consumption of products will ensure substantial 
improvements in the nutritional state of our Soviet people. 


The food program has a firm foundation. During the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, 
capital investments in branches of the agroindustrial complex will amount to 233 
billion rubles, including in agriculture -- 189.6 billion rubles. The overall total 
of state expenditures in this complex will come to more than 720 billion rubles 
during the five-year period. The Twelfth Five-Year Plan calls for 33-35 percent of 
the overall volume of capital investments for the national economy to be allocated 
to branches of the agroindustrial complex, with 27-28 percent being allocated 
directly for agriculture. 


A most important condition for successfully implementing the food program of the 
USSR is that of accelerating scientific-technical progress, achieving highly 
efficient use of the production potential, strengthening the logistical base of 
agriculture and all branches of the agroindustrial complex and further developing 
production mechanization, the use of chemical processes in production and land 
reclamation operations on an extensive scale. Over a 10 year period, the plans call 
for agriculture to be supplied with 3.74-3.78 million tractors, 1.17 million grain 
harvesting combines and other agricultural machines, the overall value of which will 
be 67-70 billion rubles. In 1985 the kolkhozes and sovkhozes will be supplied with 
26.5 million tons of mineral fertilizers and in 1990 -- 30-32 million tons. In 
1985 the deliveries of feed additives will be increased to 950,000 tons and in 

1990 -- roughly to 1.2 million tons (in a conversion for 100 percent nutrient 
content). 


Great importance is being attached to raising the quality of the mineral fertilizers. 
The task has been established of increasing the production, by 1990, of highly 
concentrated and complex fertilizers to no less than 90 percent of the overall 
quantity of fertilizers being produced. Commencing in 1988, the plans call for 
fertilizer to be produced only in granulated or large crystal form; this will 

ensure that the fertilizer does not cake during storage or when being transported. 


Considerable attention has been given to developing land reclamation as a reliable 
source for ensuring guaranteed yields for the agricultural crops. The plans call 
for the area of irrigated lands to be increased in 1985 to 20.8 million hectares 
and in 1990 -- to 23-25 million hectares and drained lands -- to 15.5 million and 
18-19 million hectares respectively. 


As a result of large-scale capital investments and deliveries of logistical 
resources, the fixed productive capital in agriculture and in the food branches of 
industry increased by a factor of 1.5 over a period of 10 years. The power 
engineering capabilities of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes increased by a factor of 
more than 1.6. Proper use must be made of the capital investments allocated for 
the agroindustrial complex; they must be directed primarily towards the development 
of those capabilities which will make it possible, within a brief period of time, 
to increase the production of food goods, raise the fertility level of the land, 
create a stable feed base for livestock production, develop production operations 
in behalf of the primary processing of products, construct storehouses and 
granaries and modernize and expand livestock facilities and other iastallations. 


The May Plenum of the CC CPSU, together with the food program, examined a system of 
measures aimed at improving control over the agroindustrial complex and perfecting 
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the economic mechanism, its functioning and development. For the very first time 

in our practice, the need has been underscored for singling out the agroindustrial 
complex as an independent object for planning and administration, such that all 
problems concerned with planning, supply, financing and economic stimulation will be 
brought together at all levels. An important role will be played by those measures 
associated with improving the cost accounting relationships in the agroindustrial 
complex and raising the interest of all of the enterprises and organizations 

within this complex in the final results -- increasing the production and sale of 
food products. 


In the near future, the organizational structure of control over the agroindustrial 
complex must be simplified considerably, excess and duplicate elements must be 
eliminated, the size of the administrative apparatus must be reduced and each 
element must display greater responsibility with regard to increasing the production 
volumes and improving the quality of the food goods and the raw materials for 
industry and also for organizing reliable and continuous supplying of all types of 
food goods for the population. 


The control structure existing in agriculture today has turned out to be both 
cumbersome and uncoordinated, the number of administrative personnel has increased 
unjustifiably and there has not always been a need for combining the branch and 
territorial principles of control. A considerable number of farms are subordinate 
to oblast, republic and inter-rayon organs, numerous trusts and associations and, 
as a result, the rayon element has become weakened. Enterprises which provide 
services for agriculture are not adequately associated, either organizationally or 
economically, with the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The extensive and diverse system of measures that is planned for improving control 
and planning for the agroindustrial complex must promote its successful development 
and the creation here of all of the conditions required for highly productive labor. 
The plans call for an improvement in the organizational-economic independence of 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes as the chief elements of socialist agriculture, improvements 
in the methods for stimulating and ensuring true cost accounting in agriculture and 
strengthening the rayon level of control by combining in a more effective manner 

the principles of territorial and branch control over the agroindustrial complex 
and, on this basis, climinating departmental dissociation in the various areas. 


In order to achieve complete unity of control and the mobilization of all of the 
resources of the ministries, departments and local organs, in behalf of more 
complete utilization of the reserves available for a steady increase in the 
production and procurement volumes for food goods, the need is recognized for 
creating a RAPO /rayonnoye agropromyshlennoye ob"'yedineniye; rayon agroindustrial 
association/ at the rayon level. Its structure will include kolkhozes, sovkhozes, 
inter-farm formations, other agricultural enterprises and organizations, state 
services (land-organizational, veterinary, plant protection and so forth) and also 
all enterprises and organizations associated with agricultural production. 


Oblast and republic agroindustrial associations are formed at the oblast, kray and 
autonomous republic levels. They will unite all of the oblast, kray and republic 
organizations of the agroindustrial complex and their subordinate enterprises. 


The councils of rayon agroindustrial associations, in conformity with their allotted 
rights, accept decrees within the extent of their competence which are mandatory for 
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fulfillment by all kolkhozes, sovkhozes, enterprises and organizations belonging 
to the agroindustrial complex, regardless of their departmental subordination. 
They exercise control over fulfillment of the plans and the decisions adopted. 


Definite experience has been accumulated in some rayons in the creation of 
agroindustrial associations: in Vil'yandiskiy Rayon in the Estonian SSR, 
Talsinskiy Rayon in the Latvian SSR, Abashskiy Rayon in the Georgian SSR and so 
forth. This year, agroindustrial associations have been created in all rayons in 
the Estonian SSR. All available experience must be carefully studied and utilized 
in a thorough manner. 


During the course of improving the control structure for agriculture, use must be 
made of the decisions handed down during the Plenum with regard to reducing the 
number of administrative personnel in the agricultural and water economies and 
also agricultural equipment by 9-10 percent and the fruit and vegetable economy -- 
by 5 percent. This reduction will not affect the sovkhozes or rayon agricultural 
administrations. The workers released from administrative staffs should be given 
work directly at the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


In conformity with the decisions handed down during the May (1982) Plenum of the 
CC CPSU, an extensive and all-embracing program for the economic stimulation of 
agricultural production will be implemented during the Eleventh and Twelfth Five- 
Year Plans. 


The profits of sovkhozes and other state agricultural enterprises during the current 
five-year period alone will amount to approximately 24 billion rubles (in prices 

and conditions for the five-year plan). It remains almost completely at the 
disposal of the farms for expanding production and forming the economic incentive 
funds. The sovkhozes will have considerable financial reserves at their disposal 

in the form of free profit, amortization and sovkhoz funds. 


In the interest of creating favorable conditions for the economic stimulation of 
agricultural production, the plans call for the sale of agricultural equipment, 
mineral fertilizers and also fuel and energy resources to the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes on a favorable basis. They will be supplied to agriculture at lower 
prices compared to the wholesale prices adopted for all other branches of the 
national economy. 


Large appropriations are being allocated from the state budget for providing 
reimbursement for the differences in prices for agricultural product procurements -- 
meat, milk, potatoes, vegetables and some other types of food goods. For the 
purpose of strengthening cost accounting, achieving high rates of expanded 
reproduction at kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises and 
intensifying their material interest in increasing production and improving the 
quality of the agricultural output, raised procurement prices will be placed in 
effect commencing 1 January 1983 for large-horned cattle, hogs, milk, grain, 
sugar beets, potatoes, and other products, for an overall total of 16 billion 
rubles per year. A portion of these funds will be used for a special purpose in 
the form of bonuses added on to the procurement prices for products sold to the 
state by economically weak farms, thus ensuring their required production 
profitability. With the introduction of the new prices and bonuses, the 
profitability of kolkhoz-sovkhoz production must increase on the whole to 26 
percent. 
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Within a period of 3 months, USSR Gosplan, the USSR State Price Committee, the 
USSR Ministry of Agriculture and the USSR Ministry of Finances must develop and 
submit recommendations to the USSR Council of Ministers for the new procurement 
prices for agricultural products and the bonuses to be added on to them. The 
procurement prices must be differentiated by individual types of agricultural 
products, in a manner so as to raise the interest of the kolkhoze»s and sovkhozes in 
increasing their production. 


The increases in the procurement prices and raised production profitability will 
make it possible to reduce the number of sovkhozes and other state agricuitural 
enterprises presently receiving subsidies from the state budget. The ministries 
of finance of the union republics must participate in examining the list of farms 
categorized as being of low profitability or unprofitable and thus are receiving 
budgetary subsidies for expanding production and for other expenditures. 


The introduction of the new procurement prices and bonuses is increasing the 
subsidy from the budget for making reimbursement for the difference between the 
retail and procurement prices for agricultural products. In 1980, for example, 
state expenditures for the procurement and processing of 1 kilogram of beef 
exceeded by a factor of 2.2 the retail prices at which it is sold to the population; 
today this excess amounts to a factor of roughly 2.8. In the case of butter, the 
mentioned price ratio changes from 1.8 to 2.3. Specific examples of subsidies 

from the budget for some types of products are shown in the following preliminary 
data:

As a result of having improved the procurement prices, the kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
are realizing a noticeable increase in their financial resources. A large portion 
of this increase should be used primarily for expanding production. The newly 
created associations should exercise control over this matter. For their part, 
the financial organs and bank institutes must also intensify their influence with 
regard to ensuring more efficient and proper utilization of the agricultural 
resources. 


The decision adopted with regard to the writing off and deferment of indebtedness 
associated with unsecured bank loans is of substantial importance for strengthening 
the economies of kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The indebtedness of low profitability 

and unprofitable kelkhozes and sovkhozes for earlier deferred USSR Gosbank loans 

in the amount of 9.7 billion rubles, subject to be repaid during the 1982-1985 
period, is written off by means of the union budget. In addition, non-insured 
indebtedness of these farms in the amount of 11.1 billion rubles is deferred for 

10 years, with repayment to commence in 1991. Low profitability and unprofitable 
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kolkhozes and sovkhozes are also released from having to pay USSR Gosbank 
percentage rates for deferred indebtedness. The funds thus released will be used 
for expanding production and normalizing finances at the kolkhozes and sovkhozes.

The ministries of finance of union and autonomous republics and local financial 
organs must participate directly in examining the economic and financial status of 
each farm for which new bank loan privileges are established: This will result in 
the necessary assistance being provided to those kolkhozes and sovkhozes which are 
unable to repay their loans using their own funds. 


Additional financial privileges are established for kolkhozes for the payment of 
income tax. They will now pay this tax from net income for each percent of 
profitability in the following amounts: 


from 25 to 30 -- 0.1% 

from 30 to 40 -- 0.2% 

from 40 to 50 -- 0.4% 

more than 50 -- 0.5%, but no more than 25% of the 
taxable net income. 





At the same time, the minimum amount of the wage fund for the work of kolkhoz 
members that is not subject to .zncome tax is established in the same amount as for 
manual and office workers throughout the entire national economy, that is, 70 
rubles per month. 


Thus the new income tax privileges are lowering the amount of such tax being 
obtained from low profitability farms. The additional gain for kolkhozes from the 
carrying out of this measure is determined to be roughly 100 million rubles 
annually. 


Changes are also being made in the system for computing sovkhoz payments into the 
budget which, similar to those for kolkhozes, will be made from net income. In 
this regard, work must be organized aimed at ensuring that timely payments are made 
into the budget, in keeping with the new system. 


In connection with the food program, special attention is being given to improving 
the economic activity of the backward kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The logistical and 
financial assistance called for will make it possible to strengthen their 
economies and finances and, on this basis, to achieve stable and high rates of 
growth for production at all of the farms. The plans call for the implementation 
at each unprofitable or low profitability kolkhoz or sovkhoz of specific measures 
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@imed at raising the level of farming and livestock production management, 
increasing the cropping power of the agricultural crops and the productivity of 
livestock production and strengthening the logistical base of those farms which 
still lack sufficient fixed and working capital. 


Following the March (1965) Plenum of the CC CPSU, large-scale measures were 
implemented throughout the country aimed at solving the social problems in the rurai 
areas and rebuilding the rural populated points. During the last two five-year 
plans alone, 294 million square meters of housing space were placed in operation. 
Many villages are changing their appearance radically and assuming the features of 
large populated points of the municipal type. However, the measures implemented in 
this regard are still inadequate. In many instances, the tasks concerned with 

the placing in operation of housing units, municipal economy installations, 
cultural-domestic facilities and civic improvements are not being carried out 
completely. Delays are still taking place with regard to providing agriculture 
with cultural, domestic, medical and trade services. 


It bears mentioning that in a number of areas irregular support is being provided 
for the sovkhozes and kolkhozes in the form of fixed capital, « pecially with regard 
to cultural-domestic installations. A large-scale national economic problem is 
that of the existing network of intra-farm roads, which at the present time is not 
sufficiently developed. This applies in particular to the nonchernozem zone of the 
RSFSR. At a majority of the economically weak kolkhozes, there is not enough 
housing as a rule for the machine operators, schools, medical or childrens’ 
institutes, clubs, baths vr other installations of a cultural-domestic or municipal 
mature. Hard surface roads are often lacking and this inhibits the work of 
expanding production and it does not aid in retaining personnel in the rural areas. 
As a rule, such farms are troubled by an unfavorable population structure and great 
specialist turnover. 





The May Plenum, in attaching great importance to the creation of stable socio- 
economic conditions for carrying out the food program, adopted a decision on 
financing from the budget the construction of dwellings, schools, medical and 
childrens' institutes, clubs, baths and other installations of a cultural-domestic 
mature at low profitability and unprofitable farms. Appropriations are also being 
allocated for the construction of intra-farm roads and for the maintenance of 
pre-school and other cultural-domestic institutes and organizations. 


The financing of housing-municipal and cultural-domestic projects and also intra- 
farm roads at low profitability kolkhozes will be carried out from the budget in 
conformity with the capital investment limits established for them based upon the 
estimates for constructing these projects. These kolkhozes are also covered by the 
system of state budgetary payments for the insurance of property, established for 
low profitability and unprofitable sovkhozes by the July (1978) Plenum of the CC 
CPSU. 


Appropriations in the amount of 3.3 billion rubles will annually be made available 
for low profitability and unprofitable kolkhozes for the construction of intra-farm 
roads, for the construction and maintenance of cultural-domestic installations and 
for making insurance payments. Unused sums at the end of the year will remain 
available for use the following year for financing these same measures. 
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The financing of the mentioned measures will be carried out in accordance with lists 
of kolkhozes approved by the union republic councils of ministries, in conformity 
with the conditions developed by the USSR Ministry of Agriculture and by agreement 
with the USSR Ministry of Finances and USSR Gosbank. Such a system will make it 
possible to use the appropriations allocated strictly for the special purpose 
intended and the economically weak kolkhozes will be able to concentrate their 
material and financial resources primarily on intensifying the production of 
agricultural products. 


The task was assigned during the Plenum of decisively improving the work of staffing 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes with highly skilled and ideologically mature cadres of 
leaders and specialists. Special attention was given to raising the role they plan 
in improving public production and perfecting the style and methods of management. 
The need was pointed out for developing and encouraging initiative among the workers 
and employees in every possible way, raising their p‘rsonal responsibility for 
implementing the decisions handed down by the party and government, for observing 
planning, financial and technological discipline and improving the work of each 
kolkhoz and sovkhoz. Approval was given for the initiative displayed by those 
specialists who expressed a desire to transfer over from the organs of administration 
and the sphere of services to performing agricultural work directly at the kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes. 


A number of important measures are being carried out in the interest of retaining 
personnel in the rural areas and increasing their material interest. The official 
salaries of leading workers, specialists and sovkhoz employees are being raised an 
average of 30 percent. This measure is being carried out by stages: in 1983 -- in 
regions of Siberia, the Far East, the Urals, the nonchernozem zone and the central 
chernozem regions of the RSFSR, in 1984 -- in other regions of the RSFSR, 
Belorussia and the Kazakh SSR, in 1985 -- in all of the remaining regions of the 
country. The recommendation has been made that kolkhozes employ the same system of 
wages for their workers and specialists. 


Commencing 1 January 1983, livestock production workers at sovkhozes and other 
state agricultural enterprises will be covered by the same system and conditions 
for the payment of bonuses added on to wages, for continuous service at a particular 
farm, that have been established for tractor and machine operators, that is, in the 
amount of 25 percent of the wages. Additional vacation time is established for 

the mentioned workers in lie manner as for the tractor and machine operators -- six 
additional days. The computation of length of service for the purpose of providing 
additional vacation time for continuous length of service is carried out commencing 
1 January 1981. Commencing 1 December this year, workers at sovkhozes and other 
state agricultural enterprises are covered by the same regional wage coefficients 
established for workers on farms in Sverdlovskaya, Permskaya and other oblasts. 


During the 1980's, the total amount of state expenditures for measures concerned 
with the social reconstruction of the rural areas will on the whole amount to 
roughly 160 billion rubles. "Even according to our scales" stated Comrade L.I. 
Brezhnev, "this is a large figure. But it is not only a large figure. It is also 
viewed as a great policy aimed at eliminating the social differences between the 
city and rural areas." 


Serious changes are being introduced in the relationships between the kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes and their service organizations. These relationships will be 
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developed on a strictly cost accounting basis and mutual responsibility, which 
precludes the possibility of unjustifiably high savings for some and unprofitable 
operations for others. Here we have in mind the need for raising the material 
interest of those enterprises and organizations which provide services for 
agriculture for the quality and schedules of work carried out and services 
rendered, for intensifying the interest of agricultural partners in achieving high 
results in agricultural production, for protecting the products and ensuring their 
high quality processing and tor dekivering them to the consumers in full volume. 


In the interest of raising the responsibility of the prucurement organizations for 
ensuring maximum use of the agricultural products grown, they are tasked with 
completing, by 1985, the work of converting over to accepting the products 
directly at the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and having the livestock, poultry, milk, 
potatoes, vegetables, fruit, berries and grapes shipped from the farms in transport 
vehicles supplied by the procurement specialists.

The food program of the USSR is an all-state and national task and it should be 
viewed as a primary obligation on the part of all party, soviet and economic organs, 
professional trade union and komsomol organizations, municipal and rural workers and 
each Soviet individual. 


The Soviet Union has at its disposal all that is required for properly solving the 
food problem -- highly developed productive forces, a powerful leading industry and 
large-scale and highly mechanized agriculture. The Communist Party, in advancing 
this great program for accelerating improvements in this vitally important subunit 
of the economy -~ the agroindustrial complex -- requires that all organizational and 
political activity throughout the country be subordinated to it. Tense creative 
work must be carried out throughout the entire national economy aimed at rapidly 
placing all available reserves and potential in operation, in the interest of 
steadily raising the efficiency and intensification of public production and thus 
achieving continual growth in the welfare of the Soviet people. 


During its session on 25 May of this year, the Presidium of the USSR Council of 
Ministers examined the crganization of work aimed at carrying out the decrees of 
the May (1982) Plenum of the CC CPSU and the tasks set forth in the report 
delivered by Comrade L.I. Brezhnev during this Plenum. The appropriate ministries, 
USSR departments and union republic councils of ministers have been given specific 
tasks concerned with steadily implementing the food program of the USSR and all 
measures planned by the Plenum. Special attention has been given to the need for 
raising the productivity of farming and livestock production this year «nd to 
fulfilling and over-fulfilling the state plans for procuring grain, meat, milk and 
other products, to their timely processing and complete preservation and to creating 
a more reliable foundation for achieving more rapid improvements in agricultural 
production in subsequent years. 


The financial-credit system has been entrusted with great and responsible tasks in 
connection with implementation of the food program. The implementation of the 
measures planned by the Plenum of the CC CPSU will require the mobilization of 
considerable resources. For strengthening the kolkhoz and sovkhoz economies, 
retaining personnel in the rural areas and stimulating agricultural production, more 
than 30 billion additional rubles will be required during 1983 alone. 
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The financial organs are obligated to do everything possible to ensure the timely 
and uninterrupted financing of the party's food program and to achieve efficient 
use of the resources allocated for the development of agriculture and the entire 
agroindustrial complex. Our economic and control work must be directed towards 
searching for reserves for increasing the income sources of the budget and 
intensifying the effect of financial control with regard to improving the results 
of economic-financial activity and implementing in all areas strict regimes for 
realizing economies in the use of state resources. 


Large-scale material and financial resources are being channeled for use in the 
agroindustrial complex. They must furnish rapid returns and provide the country 
with substantial increases in high quality food products in a broad and diverse 
assortment. The Plenum of the CC CPSU emphasized that at the present time, with 
the state increasing still further its investments in agriculture and its 
intensification, in the interest of achieving more rapid growth in food goods 
throughout the country, special importance is being attached to concentrating 
efforts on improving the culture of farming and livestock production to the maximum 
possible degree, improving the use of land, productive capital and material, labor 
and financial resources, raising labor productivity and the quality of work, 
eliminating losses, achieving economies and thrift and lowering production costs at 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


Workers of the Soviet Union, guided and inspired by their own Communist Party, are 
launching an extensive and national socialist competition for implementing the 
decisions of the historic May Plenum of the CC CPSU and for achieving the planned 
goals in increasing the food resources as a chief condition for steadily raising 
the welfare of the population and strengthening the economic might of our homeland.
